O’Neill stressed that it is entirely 
personal, adding that others should 
make up their own minds. 
He will not campaign directly 
for the proposal, he went on. but 
may express his views on the is­ 
sue as his campaign for re-elec­ 
tion to a four-year term prog­ 
resses. 
Ray C. Bliss, Republican state 
chairman, immediately issued a 
statement saying members of the 
state COP committee have not 
officially taken any position on the 
proposal.

Speaking for supporters of the 
suggested amendment, Elton Rile 
praised O’Neill for “ keen insight 
into the real problem faced by 
rank and file members of labor 
unions and by industry.” 
Rile, chairman of the Right to 
Work Campaign Committee, said 
in

statement: 
“ The 
right-to- 
work amendment will effect the 
return of the control of unions to 
the 
members, and 
rid 
corrupt 
unions of racketeers and thieves. 


But opponents of the proposal 
asserted the governor has mis­ 
taken it for an anti - corruption 
measure. Elmer Cope, secretary- 
treasurer of the Ohio AFL-CIO, 
said * 
“ Ohio is the first state in the 
nation where the backers of the 
so-called right-to-work amendment 
have attempted to link it with 
corruption. This is sheer oppor­ 
tunism.

PARIS (A P )—Police today di>- 
covered a crude time bomb hid­ 
den atop the famed Eiffel Tower 
visited by thousands of tourists 
annually. 
The bomb contained about five 
pounds of dynamite, police said, 
and was powerful enough to have 
blown off the entire top frame­ 
work which consists mainly of re­ 
cently added television installa­ 
tions. 
The bomb was discovered as the

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Farmers Like Idea of Free Enterprise 


Agriculture and agricultural thinking 
play an important part in Fayette Coun­ 
ty's general economy, and the publid is 
glad to learn from some of the farmers 
of this community that there is substan­ 
tial agreement among local rural lead­ 
ers that the recently adjourned Congress, 
in its thinking regarding farm legisla­ 
tion, seem ed to be making some pro­ 
gress. 
Many members of Congress seem to be 
moving in the general direction of al­ 
lowing price, rather than government’s 
edicts, to guide farmers’ decisions. 
One farm writer was quoted approv­ 
ingly by one of the local farmers recent­ 
ly as saying, “Some of the sacred cows 
die hard, but the facts of life cannot 
be denied” . 
He was referring to the fact that many 
agriculturists do not favor so much gov­ 
ernment control, particularly when so 
many congressmen supported rigid 90 
per cent supports. “ You'll find fewer and 
fewer farmers thinking that w ay,” one of 
the leading Fayette County farmers said. 
Consumers are partly responsible for 


this attitude and probably farmers them­ 
selves had even more to do 
with 
the 
changing ideas of Congress. Most men 
in the active farm industry never whole­ 
heartedly liked the idea of increasing 
government control and extensive sup­ 
port for farming. A great many of those 
who once felt it was necessary have be­ 
come somewhat disillusioned as to the 
equitable effectiveness of governm ent' 
control programs. 
It has been pointed out frequently in 
recent years that some of the most suc­ 
cessful farming operations, measured by 
results over the “long pull” , have been 
free of government control. The livestock 
industry is an outstanding example of 
this. Most livestock people vigorously op­ 
posed government supports and the bur­ 
eaucratic domination that almost inevi­ 
tably accompanied them, even in times 
of extremely low prices. They wanted to 
keep their 
independence and to 
make 
their own decisions. 
Most farmers, here 
and 
elsewhere, 
favor the idea of free enterprise and like 
to practice it.

A short time ago the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad, first in this area to 
destroy weeds on the right-of-way 
by fire and then by spraying, sent 
its spraying outfit over the I o c a I 
branch of the system for the second I 
time this season.
